They are the most individualistic peo- 
ple in the world and their farmers 
trust each other. They dominate the 
world market with the‘r dairy prod- 
ucts after coming over here and buy- 
ing cotton and corn products, paying 
the freight on them over there and 
paying a 15-cent duty on the goods 
they ship back. And then they get 
| from 4 to 5 cents more per pound 


than we do for the same class of 
products.” 

Dr. Lewis detailed the develop- 
ment of the dairying industry in Den- 
mark, saying that it was started in 
1867 when that country was slitut out 
of world markets. A commission went 
into England, France and Germany 
and returned to recommend that the 
Danes go into dairying. How well 
they have succeeded is a story of in- 
ternational wonder. 


Ideal Dairying Field. 


Natural resources, unsurpassed cli- 
mate and chemical endowments make 
the southwest and the south the idea] 
dairying field. It has only lacked a 
market. This the Penney interests 
are going to furnish, Dr. Tewis de- 
clared, adding that it offers the farm- 
er some hope for abandonment of the 
one-crop system and the acquisition 
“ sufficient wealth to insure com- 
ort.

COURT REVERSES 
NASHVILLE POWER 
PLANT DECISION 


The Georgia supreme court Monday 
reversed a decision of the Barrien 
county superior court granting an in- 
junction against operation of: the 
Nashville light plant by the South 
Georgia Power Company. ; 

The injunction was originally grant- 
ed.at the instance of Roger C, Bau- 
mann and Roy C. Barrus. The elec- 
tric plant of the city had been sold 
to them, the record showed, for $52,- 
000, with the condition that they 
were to post a bond of $10,000 insur- 
ing the performance of certain agree- 
ments by them with regard to furnish- 
ing the city power for its water plant. 


The city revoked the franchise giv- 
en Baumann and Barrus, claiming 
that they had failed to put up the re- 
quired bond, and executed a franchise 
to the South Georgia Power Com- 


pany. 

The Southwest Georgia Power 
Company joined with Baumann and 
Barrus in a petition seeking ‘to re 
strain operation of the plant under 
the new _ franchise. The supreme 
court, deciding the case, held that the 
bond required was a necessary part 
of the contract, and that the city of 
Nashville acted within its rights in 
revoking the franchise and granting 
it to another.

Appointment of Commission 
To Study Problem 
Provided. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(/)— 
A resolution to carry out President 
Hoover's request for appointment of a 
joint congressional committee to con- 
sider the reorganization and concen- 
tration of prohibition enforcement 
agencies was adopted today by the 
senate and sent fo the house. 

Approval was finally given the reso- 
lution sponsored by Senator Jones, 
republican, Washington, without a 
word of debate. It was presented. to 
the senate during the extra session 
after Mr. Hoover sent a special mes- 
sage to congress asking the creation 
of the commissian, 

Vice President Curtis would name 
the senate members of the commis- 
sion and Speaker Longworth the mem- 
bers from the house. Hearings would 
be authorized and a report within this 
session of congress would be provided, 

On the basis of this study, the ad- 
ministration hopes to carry out the 
reorganization of the prohibition en- 
forcement service. The president has 
proposed that most of the enforcement 


agencies be transferred from the treas- 
ury department to the department of 
justice.

Talk of Split 
Is Quieted Down. 


MOBILE, Ala., Dec. 16.—(4)—The 
re-convention proposal to split the 

uthern Intercollegiate Athletic As- 
sociation into two or more groups 
failed to come before the delegates 
at the opening session of the S. I. 
A. A. here today. 

No mention of the variously ru- 
mored proposals was made as the 
delegates plunged into a discussion of 
alleged subsidizing of athletes and 
professionalism within the association. 

Dr. J. W. Provine, of Mississippi 
college, Clinton, Miss., president of 
the 8. I. A. A., in his annual mes- 
sage urged the adoption of a_rec- 
ommendation by the executive com- 
mittee authorizing the president to 
appoint a commission to investigate 
the alleged subsidizing of athletes by 
member colleges. 


After a round table discussion, 
which occupied the entire morning, 
the association referred the recom- 
mendation back to the executive com- 
mittee, asking that it be couched in 
move definite and detailed terms and 
presented again at a later session. 

Dr. Provine told the association 
that the commission would be mere- 
ly a fact-finding body and the in- 
formation it received would be turned 
over to the executive committee. The 
findings will not be made public. 

“The findings of the commission 
will be a family affair,” .he said. 
“We do not want a public linen 
washing.” 

Several speakers pointed out that 
n) definite interpretation had been 
made of the limit to which a school 
could aid an athlete without violat- 
ing the association rules, and said 
that at present each faculty commit- 
tee interpreted the rules for their 
schools and that some were more lib- 
eral than others. 

Dr. Provine said that after the fact- 
finding commission, if it is approved, 
had made its report, the executive 
eommittee would be in a position to 
take a definite step toward settling 
the question. 

In his message, Dr. Provine told 
the delegates that on the whole con- 
dition of athletics within the S. I. A. 
A. was good. However, he said that 
some schools were injuring themselves 
by allowing public opinion to dictate 
their athletic policies. 

The association referred the appli- 
cation for membership entered by Loy- 
ola University, of New Orleans, to a 
eymmittee for examination. | It will 
be presented to the association later.

I always 
blow up just when I have my chance. I’ll never win anything in this 
game, any tournament worth winning.” 

The same Leo Diegel, of the Agua Caliente course, in Mexico, is now 
P. G. A. champion for the second time in succession. To reach this peak 
he has won ten successive matchés against some of the best golfers in the 
world. He has beaten Walter Hagen twice. He has beaten Gene Sarazen 
twice. He has beaten Johnny Farrell and Al Espinosa. It takes a combr 
nation of golf skill and golf courage to scrap through a list of this sort 
and finish on top. With Diegel it was always a matter of overeagerness, 
overkeenness, that in turn keyed his nervous forces beyond control. 
The Diegel of today is an entirely different type from the Diegel of 
three or four years ago, from the Diegel who might have won the open 
in 1920 at Inverness, the Diegel who might have won at Worcester and 
one or two other places.

MORGAN FIGHTS 
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FOOTBALL AND PUBLICITY 


Having had what hardly could have been called a successful season, 


, Mr, William W. Roper, football coach at Princeton University, is pick- 


ing on the press. “If football is going to be killed, it is going to be 
killed by publicity,” said Mr. Roper at the annual football dinner of 
Princeton. 
This is rather a change in attitude on the part of Mr. Roper, 
and somewhat startling. In the years when Princeton was fair- 

ly successful, and especially in the year when Mr. Roper was 

coaching the Princeton tgam that would not be beaten, and 

therefore went through an amazing season unbeaten, Mr. Roper 

did not at any time beseech the newspapers to soft pedal on 

the achievements of Princeton football. At the conclusion of the 

good seasons Mr. Roper was tolerant of, and even affiable to, 
the press and publicity. : 

If I am not.mistaken, Mr. Roper himself has contributed actively to 
this publicity which he now deplores so deeply. In the past Mr. Roper 
has written essays on football for as many newspapers as would pay for 
them. In fact, his portable typewriter used to be quite as busy in the 
football season as the typewriter of Mr. Babe Ruth during the baseball 


season. 
HERE TO STAY. 


Mr. Roper said further in part: ‘Football is not going to continue 
because 75,000 persons clamor for seats on the 50-yard line, or be- 
cause newspapers give column after column of space to it, setting up 
mere boys as idols and then knocking them down for a single misplay. 
Football has reached its present heights because it has brought out the 
sterling qualities in men. lf it is going to continue, it will continue 
because it will retain those qualities which have made it great.’’ 

It rather sounds as if Mr. Roper were one of those gentle- 
men who never notice anything that appears in the newspapers 
unless his attention is called to it. Suddenly, it appears, Mr. 
Roper’s attention-caller has informed him that pieces have been 
written in the press concerning football, and incidentally foot- 
ball at Princeton, Also, the attention-caller may or may not have 
brought to the notice of Mr. Roper that Mr. Roper inadvert- 
ently, it seems, has been writing some of this objectionable mat-

Publicity of the ‘yes’ kind never is resented. It is the ‘‘no” publicity 
that annoys them. : i 

Similarly the New York state boxing commission exercises a 
censorship over the broadcasting of fights. They said that un- 
censored broadcasting might “hurt the game.” Prizefighting could 
not stand facts. Neither, it would seem, can certain types of foot- 
ball, and anyhow adverse publicity annoys the sensitive coaches.

“I refer to the many lean vears 
before football returned the revenue 
it now returns, when athletic expenses 
were paid from the general funds of 
the university. At Notre Dame we 
never have charged ground rental, 
for instance, against athletics: yet 
every factory, every store, every office, 
must first of all pay either rental or 
taxes upon the ground it occupies, 
And since these critics who poirt to 
football revenues must necessarily 
think of us as a business institution, 
why may we not, in turn, remind 
them of the ground and building rent- 
als which have been accruing against 
our athletic department for 30 yearg 
or more?

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(4)—Cot- 
ton was more or less unsettled today 
with prices lower under southern se!l- 
ing, combined with more or less com- 
mission house and local liquidation. 
Prices made new low ground for the 
present movement with January con- 
tracts selling off to 16.82 or just 
about a cent a pound below the high 
level of November 30, and within 
6 points of the low price touched on 
the break during the middle of last 
month. January closed at 18.63 with 
the general market closing barely 
steady at net declines of 14 to 19 
points. 

The opening was inde at a de- 
cline of 1 to 3 points in response to 
the relatively easy showing of Liv- 
erpool and reports of increased se]l- 
ing by the south. Prices held fairly 
steady during the early trading as 
there appeared to be a considerable 


trade demand on the basis of 17.50 
for May. .This buying was gradually 
supplied, however, and the market 
worked lower during the afternoon 
under continued southern selling and 
liquidation. The lowest levels of the 
day were reached in the late trading 
when December sold at oo 79, March 
at 17.10 and May at 17.35 or 18 to 
~0 points below yesterday's closing 
quotations, 

Some traders were inclined to at- 
tribute the increased offerings report- 
ed in the south to pre-holiday liqui- 
dation, or selling of cotton to secure 
funds for holiday purposes. ‘The 
southern selling here was more 
in evidence than it was last 
week, while some of the local brok- 
ers were inclined to attribute part of 
the liquidation in futures to the dis- 
cussion of bearish features in the 
hearings before the senate cotton in- 
vestigating committee in Washington. 
There may have been some buying 
early on reports of a good holiday 
business in various sections of the 
country, and a belief that this fore- 
shadowed increased activity in the 
primary cloth markets after the turn 
of the year, but the demand was not 
active or aggressive, and trade buying 
after the early orders had been sup- 
plied, was mostly on the declines or 
on a scale down.

“None of these things move me,” 
is a scriptural text that might be 
used for a sermon on the present cot- 
to nmarket.

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Aftermath of Recent ‘Fevers’ 
Leaves T rading Dull and Soft

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(/)—The 
curb market was emphatically heavy, 
in unusually dull trading today. With 
the technical rally from last Thurs- 
day’s low apparently completed, trad- 
ers were uncertain as to the next 
move, and lightened accounts pending 
developments. Light but persistent 
selling depressed most of the more ac- 
tive shares 1 to 8 points, and some of 
the more volatile issues from 10 to, 35 
points. Nearly a score of rather inac- 
tive specialties touched new low 
ground for the year. 

Utilities were under marked _pres- 
sure. American & Foreign Power 
warrants dropped about 8 points, 
American Gas & Electric, and Elec- 
tric Bond & Share 5, and among the 
lower priced members of the group, 
American Superpower, Associated Gas 
“A” Brazilian Traction, Middle West 
Utilities, and United Light “A” sagged 
1 to 2 points. Standard Power & Light 
dropped 7 points in a few sales, and 
Duke Power 4 1-2. 

In the industrials and specialties, 
Atlas Portland Cement failed to make 
notable response to the offer of ac- 


quisition by United States Sttel, and 
sagged 3-4 of a point. Fox Theaters 
“A” sold up more than 1+ point on 
report of a plan of reorganization of 
the Fox interests, but more than lost 
its gain later. Sonora Products 
dropped 2 points to a new low of 1-2 
point, compared to the year’s high of 
19, on filing of an involuntary pe- 
tition in bankfuptcy, but rallied to 
1 1-2 on statement of the management 
that the petitioners’ claim had been 
paid, and that the company was 
solvent. 

Massey Harris, largest Canadian 
farm implement manufacturer, sagged 
more than 3 points to a new 1929 
low, and such shares as E. W. Bliss, 
Blaw Knox. Celluloid Corporation, 
Fedders “A,’’ and Universal Pictures 
lost 2 or 3 points;,National Biscuit 
and Chesapeake & Ohio new when is- 
sued stocks sagged 3 and 1 point, 
respectively ; Deere dropped 19 points, 
Camp Hispano 27 and Safeway War- 
rants 35 in a few odd-lot sales. 

Oils were largely under pressure, 
Gulf and Humble eaciy losing about 3 
points. In the investment trusts, Gold- 
man Sachs and Lehman Corporation 
each declined 3 points.

U.S. Survey Reveals 


923 923 922 

A survey of commercial peach or- 
chards in Georgia was conducted dur- 
ing the spring of 1929 by the United 
States bureaus of agricultural eco- 
nomics and plant industry co-operat- 
ing with the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture and the Georgia state 
board of entomology. The preliminary 
release of this’survey shows total 
trees by varieties and ages just as re- 
ported by growers, and while all or- 
chards in the state are not included 
it is believed that fully 95 per cent 


of all holdings of 100 or more trees 
are represented. Total returns amount- 
ed to 9,713,324 trees from 1,332 or- 
chards. 

Principal varieties for the state in 
per cent of all trees rank as follows: 
Elberta, 51.6 per cent; Hiley, 21.1 per 
cent; Early Rose, 8.1 per cent; Geor- 
gia Belle, 5.6 per cent; Carman, 4.6 
per cent; Uneeda, 3.7 per cent; J. H. 
Hale, 1.5 per cent; Red Bird, 1.1 
per cent; Mayflower. .8 per. cent. and 
all other varieties 1.9 per cent. In

040 trees, 149,570 removals and 15.- 
300 trees abandoned. ‘The central 
section, with 640 orchards reporting 
had a total of 4,264,161 trees, 454,362 
removed and 83,353 abandoned. In the 
southern section 556 orchards report- 
ed 4,733,039 trees, with 2.754.623 re- 
movals and 243,571 abandoned.

Kellogg Pact Is Start. 

“The forthcoming meeting makes 
the Kellogg pact its starting poing 
Under that pact, the signatory powers 
are pledged to renounce war as an in- 
strument of national policy and _ to 
settle all international disputes only 
by pacific means. To meet under such 
auspices is in itself a guarantee of 
success, for policies of disarmament 
are the natural consequences of the 
renunciation of war. 

“Furthermore, it is expected that 
the participating powers are coming 
to the conference altogether with an 
open mind, reposing each in the other 
full faith and confidence in the jus- 
tice and fairness of their respective 
international policies. 

“There is therefore every reason for 
us to be sanguine as to the regult of 
the London conference, The termina- 
tion of competitive armaments and a 
positive reduction in naval strength 
may, we believe, be looked for as the 
outcome. ‘ 

Ready to Cut Navy. 

“Japan advocates reduction. She 
advocates scaling down the naval 
armaments of the participating pow- 
ers, and she herself stands ready to 
reduce her naval strength propor- 
tionately. : 

“It goes without saying that, in so 
doing, she has to bear in mind the 
necessity of keeping undisturbed the 
sense of national security of the peo- 
ple. ‘ From this consideration she feels 
entitled to retain a minimum strength, 
insufficient for attack and only ade- 
quate for defense in home waters. 
The proposals of Japan at the forth- 
coming conference are based upon this 
principle alone. She is prepared to 
accept a ratio that is less than parity 
with the other great powers, and so 
give clear proof of the entire absence 
of any thought of offensive operations. 

“We are confident that an impor- 
tant progress will be effected at Lon- 
don in the great task of disarmament 
and of guaranteeing an enduring 
peace.”

WAR DEBT OF FRANCE 
RATIFIED BY SENATE 


Settlement Provides Payment | 
of $4,025,000,000 Over Pe- 
riod of 62 Years.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(/)— 
Ratification of the agreement for re- 
funding the $4,025,000,000 French war 
debt was voted today by the senate, 


thus enacting into law the last of the 
settlements negotiated by the United 
States debt commission. 

The 53-to-21 ballot followed a brief 
debate during which Senator Howell, 
republican, Nebraska, assailed the 
terms as too lenient and protested 
that the settlement amounted almost 
to cancellation. 

The agreement was negotiated by a 
special French commission, headed by 
former Ambassador Berenger, with the 
American commission. under the lead- 
ership of Secretary Mellon. It pro- 
vides for payments over a 62-year 
period, the total with interest amount- 
ing to $6,847,674,104. France rati- 
fied the settlement last July. 

Chairman Smoot of the finance 
committee, sponsored the house bill 
ratifying the debt and said “the settle- 
ment represents France’s ability to 
pay.” This was the basis of the debt 
accords negotiated by the debt com- 
missions. 

As a result of the gettlements with 
the 15 debtor nations this country will 
receive $22,206,275,638 over a 62-year 
period on account of its war-time 
loans amounting to $9,862,316,802. 
The total funded indebtedness of the 
15 nations was put at $11,579,465.,- 
885, including interest due at the time 
of the settlements. 

This will bring into the treasury 
annually something over $200,000,000, 
the agreements providing for pay- 
ments on a graduated scale. Great 
Britain negotiated an agreement in 
1922 for a 62-year refunding of its 
$4,.600,000,000 debt. Russia and Ar- 
menia are the only two debtor na- 
tions which have not come to terms. 
The soviet government repudiated the 
loans negotiated under the czarist 
regime, | 

The treasury today received pay- | 
ments amounting to $98,657,975 from | 
nine foreign countries on account of | 
their war debt settlements. 

Great Britain paid $93,795,000 in 
making is fourteenth semi-annual 
payment. The remainder was paid as 
follows: Belgium $1,375,000; Czecho- 
Slovakia $1.500.000: Esthonia $125,- 
000: Finland $183.680: Hungary $40,- 
215; Latvia $45.000: Lithuania $94,- 
075 and Poland $1,500,000.
